To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,200.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  street  lighting. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and 
make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Audit. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,042.00  for  the  support  of  the  Dunbar  Free  Library. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  have  the  Road  Agent  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen,  rather  than  elected  by  ballot,  beginning  in  1982.

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GRANTHAM  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Grantham  Planning  Board  held  eight  public  hearings,  an  on-site 
inspection  and  a  special  meeting,  in  addition  to  its  12  monthly  meetings  in 
1980. 

As  a  result  of  its  hearings  and  meetings,  the  board  took  action  and  gave 
unanimous  approval  to  seven  minor  subdivisions: 

1.  To  Alfred  and  B.  Joey  Holmes  to  subdivide  two  acres  for  a  building 
lot  from  their  27-acre  tract  on  Miller  Pond  Rd.,  North  Grantham; 

2.  To  Milton  and  Elaine  Goldberg  to  combine  two  split-center  lots,  one 
containing  buildings,  on  Greensward,  Sect.  12,  into  a  single  lot  with  build- 
ings; 

3.  To  Juniper  Hills,  Inc.,  Maurice  Brown  and  Leonard  Wien,  owners,  to 
divide  a  tract  of  361  acres  at  the  foot  of  Dunbar  Hill  Rd. -south,  into  three 
parcels:  two  tracts  of  22.42  acres  each  for  building  lots,  and  a  217-acre  tract 
of  undeveloped  land; 

4.  To  George  Collier  to  subdivide  a  lot  of  approximately  four  acres  in 
High  Gate  Acres,  Dunbar  Hill  Rd.,  into  two  building  lots; 

5.  To  Merle  Schotanus  to  subdivide  16  plus  acres  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  his  property  on  Dunbar  Hill  from  a  200-acre  tract; 

6.  To  Frances  Rutter  to  subdivide  a  38.5-acre  lot,  known  as  Lot  9,  Sher- 
man Pasture  Land,  into  three  lots,  two  of  five  plus  acres  each,  for  building 
purposes,  and  a  28-acre  tract  of  undeveloped  land,  and 

7.  To  Carol  A.  Sturgis  to  subdivide  19  acres  which  included  her  home 
place  from  a  59-acre  tract  on  Dunbar  Hill  Rd. 

The  board  also  approved  a  major  subdivision,  that  of  Wilfred  M.  and 
Pauline  Hastings  to  divide  their  97.5  Sherman  Pasture  acreage  into  five  lots: 
Lot  #5,  2.9  acres;  Lot  #6,  2.6  acres;  Lot  #7,  23  acres;  Lot  #8,  30.5  acres  and 
Lot  #9,  38.5  acres. 

A  boundary  change,  requested  by  Allen  Sailers,  Howe  Hill  Rd.,  on  Lots 
B  and  C,  was  also  approved. 

By  public  notice,  the  board  adopted  RSA:155E,  which  requires  that  all 
excavation  of  sand,  gravel,  top  soil,  etc.,  be  regulated  under  local  permit,  and 
changed  definitions  in  the  subdivision  regulations  (1)  5:01-"abutter"  means 
any  person  who  owns  land  within  200  feet  of  the  boundaries  of  land  under 
consideration.  A  way,  as  defined  in  RSA  259:1  XXXV,  shall  not  be  considered 
to  be  a  barrier,  but  shall  be  included  in  the  distance  requirement  for  pur- 
poses of  determining  whether  a  person  is  an  abutter,  and  (2)  5:23  —  "Subdi- 
vision:" shall  mean  the  division  of  a  lot,  tract,  or  parcel  of  land  into  two  or 
more  lots,  plats,  sites,  or  other  divisions  of  land  for  the  purpose,  whether 
immediate  or  future,  of  transfer,  sale,  rent,  lease,  condominium  conveyance 
or  of  building  development. 

The  on-site  inspection  was  at  the  Juniper  Hills  site. 

The  board  heard  two  major  subdivision  proposals,  that  of  Brown  and 
Wien,  later  changed  to  a  minor  subdivision,  and  that  of  Samuel  Piper  for 
Carol  A.  Sturgis  to  subdivide  a  section  of  land  along  the  Nelson  Rd.  on 
Dunbar  Hill  into  five  one-acre  building  lots.  Mr.  Piper  failed  to  present  suf- 
ficient information  for  a  preliminary  approval. 

The  performance  bond  of  $7,239.88  for  the  East  Lake  cluster  housing 
roads  was  released  to  Controlled  Environment  Corp.  on  July  7,  1980. 

Board  members  also  lent  support  to  master  plan  volunteers  and  Marcia 
Williams  of  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  who  worked  with  the 
volunteers,  and  approved  the  hiring  of  a  Dartmouth  student  to  consolidate

material.  Work  on  the  master  plan  is  now  in  the  final  stage. 

As  the  result  of  a  recommendation  by  the  court,  which  upheld  the 
board's  approval  of  the  Olde  Farms  subdivision,  that  board  members  who 
were  abutters  to  any  subdivision,  step  down  temporarily,  three  alternate 
members,  Donald  Taylor,  Kathryn  Osgood  and  Mary  Kraft  Frey,  were 
appointed  to  the  board. 

The  failure  of  Controlled  Environment  Corp.  to  appear  before  the  board 
on  the  matter  of  the  West  Cove  cluster  housing  and  subdivision,  and  the 
denial  of  building  permits  by  the  town,  resulted  in  a  court  action  by  CEC 
against  the  town,  which  is  still  pending. 

The  board  has  requested  town  counsel  to  clarify  the  ambiguity  in  the 
subdivision  regulations.

In  1980  Grantham  Police  Officers  worked  a  total  of  2,389  hours  or  an 
average  of  49.7  hours  per  week  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Activity  levels  again  broke  all  Grantham  Police  records  and  will  continue 
to  do  so  with  the  increase  in  population  due  to  new  building  in  the  Town  of 
Grantham. 

Patrol  time  has  suffered  this  year  due  to  the  number  and  nature  of  inci- 
dents/complaints answered  by  the  Police  Department.  More  often  than  not 
your  officers  are  tied  up  answering  calls  which  consumes  available  time  and 
we  then  lose  our  patrol  time. 

This  year,  1981,  will  be  the  first  year  in  the  history  of  Grantham  that  all 
Police  Officers  in  Grantham  will  be  certified  by  the  state.  Officers  Osgood 
and  Hansen  have  given  a  number  of  their  personal  hours  to  attend  classes 
and  pass  the  state  exams  for  part-time  certification.  They  should  be  congrat- 
ulated. 

The  Police  Officers  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  confidence  shown  the 
department  in  1980.  We  will  continue  to  give  you  the  services  you  call  upon 
us  for.

This  past  year  we  increased  our  circulation  by  742  books.  We  increased 
the  hours  we  were  open  to  Monday  from  9  to  11:30  a.m.,  Thursday  from  9  to 
11:30  a.m.  and  2:30  to  4:30  p.m.,  and  Saturday  from  9:30  to  11:30  a.m.  In  the 
summer  we  were  also  open  Wednesday  evening  from  6:30  to  8:30  p.m.  Since 
the  beginning  of  January  1981  we  have  dropped  our  Thursday  morning  hours 
and  are  now  open  Wednesday  evening  from  6:30  to  8:30  p.m.  We  have  done 
this  in  an  effort  to  make  the  library  more  accessible  to  working  people.  This 
is  an  experiment  and,  if  it  is  successful,  the  Wednesday  evening  hours  will 
be  permanent. 

We  purchased  360  new  books,  both  hardback  and  paperback.  We 
accepted  donations  of  hard  and  softback  books.  We  now  have  magazines 
made  up  of  donated  magazines  like  Yankee,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens, 
National  Wildlife,  Arizona  Highways,  etc.  We  also  had  made  a  new  bookshelf 
for  the  children's  picture  books.  We  had  storm  windows  installed,  and  this 
has  cut  down  on  the  wind  blowing  in. 

During  the  summer  we  again  held  our  Thursday  morning  story  time  for 
younger  children.  We  had  105  children  attend  the  10  sessions.  For  the  older 
children  we  conducted  our  summer  reading  program.  This  year  the  theme 
was  "Rockets  to  Adventure."  In  order  to  complete  the  program  each  partici- 
pant needed  to  read  10  books  and  write  one  book  report.  As  each  book  was 
read  the  child  moved  his  rocket  to  the  next  planet  until  he  finally  reached  the 
sun.  We  had  25  participants  and  five  of  those  children  completed  the 
program.  All  the  children  were  invited  to  join  in  the  August  party. 

We  continued  registering  borrowers  and  have  191  readers.  We  filled 
numerous  requests  for  books  by  asking  the  state  to  lend  us  the  books.  The 
Grantham  elementary  school  children  have  continued  to  come  to  the  library 
once  a  week.  Since  the  school  has  no  library  and  the  classroom  reading  books 
are  limited,  this  expands  the  children's  selection.  The  first  and  second  grade 
children  have  been  writing  and  illustrating  their  own  books.  When  these 
books  are  completed,  they  are  processed  and  added  to  the  children's  collec- 
tion. The  children  enjoy  checking  out  each  others  books. 

This  coming  summer  we  plan  on  holding  our  second  Library  Festival.  We 
will  be  looking  for  donations  of  books  and  white  elephant  items.  Please  keep 
this  in  mind  before  throwing  articles  out.  We  plan  to  have  one  more  bookcase 
made  for  our  mystery  collection.  We  hope  to  increase  our  circulation  and  to 
reach  more  people  in  the  community  as  they  find  out  about  our  library.

Herman  Struble  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption.  That  the  District  vote  to  raise,  appropriate  and  expend  the  sum  of
